The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal 
Headed by the Hon’ble Mr. Justice R.H. Zaidi,

In the matter of 

Declaration of the Meitei extremist organisations of Manipur, namely, 

(1) Peoples Liberation Army (PL A) and its political wing, the Revolutionary Peoples Front (RPF); 

(2) United National Liberation Front of Manipur (UNLF); 

(3) Peoples Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red Army’; 

(4) Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing, also called the “Red Army’; 

(5) Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL); and 

(6) Manipur People’s Liberation Front (MPLF); 

and all their functional wings and front organisations as “imlawful associations” under Section 3(1) of The 
Unlawfiil Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 

ORDER 

By a notification of the Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi, published on 13 November, 
1999, in die Gazette of India (Extraordinary), the Central Government, in exercise of its power imder sub>section (1) of 
section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (Act No. 37/67) (for short hereinafter referred to as “the Act”) 
and the rules, known as The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968 framed under the Act, (for short, hereinafter 
referred to a "the Rules”) declared abovenamed extremist organisations of Manipur as unlawful associations. The said 
notification is quoted below ;— 

“MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 13th November, 1999 

S.O. 1089 (E).—Whereas the People’s Liberation Army, generally known as tire PLA, and its political wing the 
Revolutionary People’s Front (RPF), the United National Liberation Front (UNLF), the People’s Revolutionary Party of 
Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its amred wing the “Red Army”, the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing 
also called tlie "Red Army”, Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and the Manipm People’s Liberation Front (MPLF) (hereinafter 
collectively referred to as the Meitei Extremist Organisations) have : 

(i) openly declared as their objective the formation of an independent Manipur by secession of Manipur State 
from India; 

(ii) been employing and engaging in armed means to achieve their aforesaid objective; 

(iii) been attacking the Security Forces, the Police, Government enployees and lawabiding citizens in Manipur, 

(iv) been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian population for collection of funds for 
their organisations; and 

(v) been making efTorts to establish contacts with sources abroad for influencing public opinion and for securing 
tlieir assistance by way of arms and training for the purpose of achieving their secessionist objective. 

2. And, whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations and other bodies set up by them, including the armed groups named above, are unlawful associations. 

3. Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act. 1967, (37 of 1967), tlie Central Government hereby declares the Meitei Extremist Organisations, namely 
the People s Liberation Anny. generally known as the PLA, and its political wing the Revolutionary People’s Front (RPF), 
the United National Liberation Front (UNLF), the People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed 
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wing the "Red Amy”, the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing also called the "Red Amy”, Kanglei 
Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and tlie Manipur People’s Liberation Front (MPLF) to be unlawful associations. 

4. And, whereas :— 

(i) tliere have been repeated continuing and ongoing acts of violence and attacks by (Armed groups and members 
of the Meitei Extremist Organisations) on the Security Forces and the civilian population; 

(ii) there has been an increase in tire strength of the Meitei Extremist Organisations; 

(iii) tliere has been continued collection of fimds/extortions and acquisition of sophisticated weapons; 

(iv) camps in some neighbouring comitries continues to be maintained for the purpose of sanctuary, training and 
clandestine procurement of ams and anmiunition. 

5. And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations are detrimental to tlie sovereignty and integrity of India, and if these are not immediately curbed and controlled 
the said Meitei Extremist Organisations would regroup and ream themselves, expand their cadres, procure sophisticated 
weapons, cause heavy loss of lives of civilians and Security Forces, and accelerate their activities aimed at secession of 
Manipur from India. 

■ 6. Now, tlierefore, having regard to the circumstances referred in paragraph 4 and 5, the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessart' to declare the Meitei Exiremist Organisations, namely, the People’s Liberation Amy, generally 
known as the PLA, and its political wing the Revolutionary People’s Front (RPF), the United National Liberation Front 
(UNLF). die People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its amed wing the “Red Amy”, the Kangleipak 
Communist Party (KCP) and its amed wing also called the “Red Amy”, Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and the Manipur 
People ’s Liberation Front (MPLF), as unlawful associations with immediate effect; and accordingly, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of the said section (3), the Central Government hereby directs that the Notification 
shall, subject to any order that may be made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of publication in the 
Official Gazette.

Aforesaid notification, in addition to its pubheation in the official Gazette, was published in accordance with sub¬ 
section (4) of Section 3 of the Act read with Rule 4 of the Rules within the time prescribed. 

Tliereafter the Central Government issued a notification dated 18 December 1999 under sub-section (1) of Section 5 
of the Act constituting this Tribunal for adjudicating whether or not there was sufficient cause for declaring the Meitei 
extremist organisations of Manipur as ‘ [unlawful associations’ ’ within the meaning of the tern used under the Act. The said 
notification reads as under:—

On the same date, at tlie service of the aforesaid notification upon the organisations/associations in question was 
lield sufficient, the following order was passed :— 

“Affidavit filed on behalf of Union of India of Sri Ajai Srivastava, Dy. Secretary to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Home Affairs be taken on record. 

Heard Mr. Gopal K. Pillai, Joint Secretary North Easf Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi and also perused 
tlie record and affidavit filed by Mr. A.jai Srivastava, Dy. Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, New Delhi. In the affidavit it has been stated that the notification issued in exercise of power under sub¬ 
section (1) of Section! of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 on 13-11-99 was served igion the associations/ 
organisations in question by pubhcation in Thoudang, a local newspaper on 19-12-99; announcement was made 
over the radio from the local station of AU India Radio; and was also pasted on the notice boards of the offices of all 
District Magistrates in the State of Manipur in accordance with the provisions of sub-section (4) of Section 3 of the 
Act read with Rule 4 of the rules framed under the Act. Service of the aforesaid notification upon the organ^tions/ 
associations in question is thus held sufficient.” 

On 15-1-2000 it was also directed that after service of the notices, affidavit of service shall be filed onbehalf of the 
Union of India within a period of three weeks, i.e., upto 11-2-2000, annexing therewith documentary evidence regarding 
serx'ice. The case was thereafter directed to be taken up on 12-3-2000 at 10.30 a.m. at U.P. Sadan, Chanakyapuri, New Delhi. 
It was on 11-2-2000 that in compliance of the order, referred to above, affidavit of service on behalf of the Union of India of 
Ajai Srivastava. Deputy Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, was filed, which was taken on 
record. On 12-3-2(KIO after examining the material on record, the following order was passed :—

Case called out. None appeared on behalf of Meitei extremist organisations of Manipur. However, learned 
counsel for the Union of India and of tlie State of Manipur are present. 

On 15-01-2000, notices were issued to Meitei extremist organisation and the opposite parties were asked to 
show cause as to why they be not declared unlawful. Learned counsel for the Union of India and the State were also 
required to file affidavit of service of notices. On 11-02-2000, affidavit of service was filed. 

From perusal of tlie affidavit of Shri Ajai Srivastava, it is apparent that in compliance with the order passed by 
tliis Tribunal, the notices meant for opposite parties were served in accordance with law. Tlie service of notices on 
the organisation in question is, therefore, held sufficient. 
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Affidavit filed by Mr. K. Nobin Singh, counsel for the State of Manipur, on behalf of the State, be taken on 
record. Affidavit of Shri Ajai Srivastava, filed on behalf of the Union of India, be also taken on record. . 

Learned counsel for the Union oT India as well as Mr. K. Nobin Singh, Advocate pray for and are granted two 
weeks time to file affidavits supported by documentary evidence on the basis of which notification under Section 3 
of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Acf 1967 was issued. ON the next date fixed, they will also produce 
documentary evidence in support of the notification dated 13-11-99 alongwith the affidavits. 

Meitei extremist organisations of Manipur may also produce evidence (documentary) on the next date fixed. 

After two weeks, list/put up on 27tli March, 2000 at High Court, Allaliabad in the Chamber of Hon’ble Mr. 
Justice R. H. Zaidi at lO.(K) a.m.” 

On 27-3-2000 in the sitting at the Allahabad High Court Allahabad, the following order was passed :—

When the case was taken up learned counsel for the Union of India and tJie State of Manipur appeared on 
behalf of the respective Governments. Mr. S. Dinokumar Singh, Special Secretary (Home). Government of Manipur, 
Mr. M. Kamajit. Superintendent of Police, C.I.D. (S.B.). and Mr. H. Ibomcha Meitei. S. 1.. C.1,D.(S.B .) also appeared 
in person. None appeared for the respondents. Meitei Extremist Organisations, inspite of due service of notice on 
tlrem. 

Affidavit of S. Dinokumar Singh, Special Secretary (Home). Government of Manipur, be taken on record. 

From the material on record, prima facie case to proceed further is made out. Documents filed along with the 
affidavit which fonned part of tlie record, are required to be proved by producing the complainants/persons who had 
lodged the first information reports and from whose possession tlic documents have been obtained. 

Let tlie case be listed/put up at 10.00 A.M. on 29tli and 30Ui of April. 2000 at tlie State Guest House, Iraphal 
for hearing. 

Notice of the said date for producing of evidence/hearing be given in accordance with law, to all concerned at 
least 15 days before the date fixed. The Governments, Ccnlral/Statc. shall ensure compliance of this order and will 
shall make necessaiy- security arrangements and arrangements for stay ajid holding of tlie Courts at tlie above noted 
place.” 


Tlie sitting of the Tribunal at tlie State Guest House, Iniphal, was convened with a view to avoid any technical 
objection regarding sufficiency of opportunity of hearing on the basis of distance of tlie place of sitting from Mampur. On the 
date fixed, i.e.. on 29tli and .lOtli of April. 2000, tlie sitting was attended mostly by the government officials. Central and 
State, and their learned counsel. In the said sitting on an application made by learned counsel for the Central Government, as 
many as 18 witnesses were permitted to be examined on oath. It may be noted that on behalf of the Government, Central and 
State, evidence in tlie fonn of affidavits was also permitted to be produced, which was filed. After conclusion of the evidence, 
arguments of learned counsel appearing on behalf of the Governments. Central and State, were heard and tlie judgnient/order 
M as reserved. Learned counsel for the Union of India was also permitted to file written arguments, if any, before 7 May 2000. 
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It was u^ged by learned cousel for the Central Government that from the evidence, oral documentary, on the 
record, which remained uncontroverted and unrebutted as inspite of due service of notice issued by the Tribunal none 
appeared on behalf of the Meitei extremist organisations before the Tribunal, it was conclusively proved that the Meitei 
c.vtremist organisations, referred to above, were unlawful associations within the meaning of the term used under the 
Act. Therefore, the notification dated 13th November 1999 issued by the Central Government was liable to be con- 
finned. 

I have considered the submissions of learned counsel for the Central Government and thoroughly perused the 
material on record. 

Alongwith the papers submitted by the Central Government, a resume was also submitted narrating the facts 
and grounds on which issuance of the notification dated 13 November 1999 was justified. In the said resume, it was 
stated that earlier, on 26 October 1979, similar notification, as in question, was issued by the Central Government 
under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Act in which 4 Meitei extremist organisations, namely, PL A. UNLF. PREPAK 
and KCP which were indulging in unlawful acts of ^’iolence, including murders, lootings, intimidation, etc. mostly in 
the valley areas of Manipur State, in furtherance of their objective of liberation of Manipur, were declared as unlawful 
associations. Thereafter, again a notification was issued on 26 October 1995 whereby, in addition to aforesaid 4 ex¬ 
tremist organisations, KYKL was also declared as unlawful association. On expiry of statutory period notification 
dated 26tli October 1995 automatically lapsed. Since there was no improvement in the civil life and unlawful acts of 
v iolence and unlawful activities continued miabated in the State of Manipur, therefore, the Central Government was 
obliged to issue anothernotificaticn under sub-section (l)of Section 3 of the Act on 13th November 1997, the validity 
of whcih was confirmed by the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal by its judgment and order dated May 6. 1998. 
Inspitc of the said notification, it is stated that the said organisation continued to resort to massive mobilisation of 
funds by unlawful tax collections, extortion and even kidnapping/abduction for ransom. Procurement of arms by Meitei 
extremist organisations has also been continuing. In Addition : 

(i) Tlie Meitei e.xtremist organisations have openly declared as their objective the formation of an indepen¬ 
dent Manipur by secession from the Unibn of India; 

(ii) They have been employing armed means to achieve their aforesaid objective; 

(iii) They have been attacking the Security Forces, the police. Government employees and law-abiding citi¬ 
zens in Manipur; 

(iv) They have been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and looting of civiliaJi population for collec¬ 
tion of funds for their organisations; and 

(v) They have been making efforts to establish contacts with sources abroad for influencing public opinion 
and for securing assistance by w ay of arms and training for the purpose of achieving their secessionist 
objective. 

It was, under the ;iforesaid facts and circumstances, that proposals for a fresh notification declaring the Meitei 
extremist organisations, named above, as unlawful associations under the Act was made. In the said resume, reasons 
for giving effect to the notification from the date of its publication in tlie official gazette were also disclosed. The 
Central Government after considering the proposals and the reasons for the same, accepted tlie proposals and issued 
the notification in question, dated 13 November 1999. 

Notification in question tlie validity of which is to be seen by this Tribunal, has been issued under sub-section 
(1) of Section 3 of the Act which reads as under :— 

“3. Declaration of an association as unlawful.—(1) If the Central Government is of opinion that any 
association is, or has become, an unlawful association , it may, by notification in tlie Official Gazette, 
declare such association to be unlawful.” 

The terms "association” and "unlawful association” have been defined under clauses (a) and (g) of Section 2 
of I lie Act as under :— 

“2. Definitions.—In tliis Act, unless the contest otliervvise requires,— 

(a) "association" means any combination or body of indiv iduals; 

(g) "unlawful association” means any association— 
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(i) which has for its object any unlawful activity , or which encourages or aids persons to undertake 
any unlawful activity, or of which tlie members undertake such activity: or 

(ii) which has for its object any activity which is punishable under Section 153-A or Section 153-B of 
the Indian Penal Code' 1860 (45 of 1860), or which encourages or aids persons to undertake any 
such activity, or of which the members undertake any such acti\'ity; 

Provided that nothing contained in sub-clause (ii) shall apply to the State of Jammu and Kashmir. ’ ’ 
The term ‘unlawful activity” has been defined under clause (f) of Section 2 of tlie Act as under:— 

“2. Definitions.—In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 


(f) “unlawful activity ”, in relation to an individual or association, means any action taken by such 
individual or associatien (whether by committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or 
by signs or by visible representation or otherwise,— 

(i) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any ground whatsoever, the cession 
of a part of the territory of India or the secession of a part of the territory of India from the 
Union, or which incites any individual or group of individuals to bring about such cession or 
secession; 

(ii) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of India;” 

Tlie terms “cession ofa part of the territory of India ’ ’ and'' secession of a part of the territory of India from the 
Union” have been defined under clauses (b) and (d) of Section 2 of the Act as under:— 

“2. Definition.—In tliis Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 


(b) “cession of a part of the territory of India” includes admission of the claim of any foreign country 
to any such part; 


(c) "secession of a part of the territory of Indir- from the union” includes tlie assertion of any claim to 
detennine whether such part wilt remain u part of the territory of India.” 

Thus, I will have to examine the material on record to answer the question as to whether the aforesaid associa¬ 
tions were unlawful associations within the meaning of the term used under the Act and the Rules framed thereunder. 

To prove the aforesaid facts and to justify the issuance of the notification dated 13 November 1999 following 
witnesses were examined on oath and following affidavits aimexing therewith following documents were filed. Besides 
said documents, some other documents were also filed which have been marked as Ex. 1 to 19.

As none appeared for the organisations/associations in question nor any evidence, oral or documentary, was 
produced before tlie Tribunal, the evidence, oral and documentary', produced by the Governments, Central and State, 
thus, remained unrebutted and unchallenged. Tlierefore. 1 do not consider it necessary to quote tlie statements of tlie 
w itnesses in this order. 

1 have tliroughly gone through tlie statements of the witnesses and 1 find tliat P W. 1. 2, 5, 7, 9, 11,15 and 16 
have stated that tliese organisations/associations have openly declared as tlieir objective of fonnation of an independent 
Manipur by secession of Manipur from India; P.W. 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8. 9, 10. 11, 13. 15 and 16 have further stated that 
these organisations/associations have been employing and engaging in armed means to achieve their objective. P.W. 1, 
2. 3. 5. 7, 8, 9, 11, 12. 15 mid 16 have also stated tliat these organisations/associations have been attacking security 
forces, police, government employees and law abiding citizen of Manipur, P.W. 1, 2, 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17 and 
18 have further stated that tliese organisations/associations have been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and 
looking of civilian population for collection of funds for their organisations; and P.W. 15 has furtlier stated tliat tliese 
organisations/associations have been making efforts to establish contracts witli sources abroad for influencing public 
opinion and for securing tJieir assistance by way of arms and training for the purpose of achieving their secessionist 
objective. 

Aforesaid witnesses e.xcept P.W. 15 and P.W. 16 are government officials. P.W. 15 and P.W. 16 are public 
wimesses who have fully supported the case against the extremist organisations/associations in question. Public witnesses 
for fear of reprisal by tliese associations are reluctant to appear against them. However, tlie aforesaid two wit nesses 
could gather courage to appear before tlie Tribunal in support of tlie case against tliese organisations/associations in 
question. The spirit and courage shown by these witnesses in appearing before the Tribunal in person was commendable 
and apppreciated. 

From the documentary evidence contained in Ex. 1 to 19, particularly Ex. 7, a Joint Declaration dated 
1 March, 1999 by tlie Manipur Peoples, Liberation Front (MPLF), it is true that the organizations in question were 
unlawful associations within the meaning of the terms used under the Act. A joint declaration dated 1 March, 1999 
reads as under;— 
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"PEOPLE'S REVOLUTIONARY PARTY OF 
KANGLEPAK 

REVOLUTIONARY PEOPLE’S FRONT 
UNITED NATIONAL LIBERATION FRONT 
JOINT DECLARATION 
01 MARCH 1999 

In pursuance of the effort for unity reflected in the joint yearly campaigns in the last few years, several rounds 
of meeting of the representatives of the three Parties at the highest level were held from 20 February to 01 March, 1999. 
Tlie meeting reviewed the past, the present and the future prospects of the national liberation struggle of our Manipur 
and tire Region as well Many problems, which the three Parties could not understand together before, were discussed 
openly and frankly and understood together. Especially, the three Parties discussed threadbare the slow pace of progress 
of our liberation struggle because of lack of unity among the revolutionary parties and the consequent confusion among 
the people. Tlius, as a result of the ten-day long deliberations, the three fraternal Parties have achieved the utltimate 
goal of unity. 

We, the undersigned representatives of the three Parties, have the privilege to make this declaration highlighting 
the basis points of the agreement reached among the tluee Parties. 

1 The three Parties have agreed, in principle, to merge together into a new unified entity. The unification into 
a single Party will be achieved in step-by-step approach 

2. Asa first step towards unification, a permanent body having two representatives each from the leading organs 
of the respective parties has been formed to fonnulate common polices and programmes of the three Parties. 
The permanent body has been named as MANIPUR PEOPLE'S LIBERATION FRONT-MPLF in 
abbreviation. 

3 An EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE has been formed to execute the decisions of the MPLF. 

4. Henceforth, all works relating to financial matters of the three Parties shall be integrated. To formulate the 
integrated financial policies and programmes, a FINANCIAL AFFAIRS COMMITTEE has been formed. 

Tliese policies and programmes shall be implemented by a FINANCE SUB-COMMITTEE. In short, from now 
on the three Parties shall not raise separate funds. Now we will raise our funds collectively and utilise in it collectively for 
llie liberation struggle. 

Thus, we sincerely believe that out three Parties have fulfilled a longstanding desire of our people to see unity 
among the re\'olutionar>' organisations of Manipur.. In fact, it is this moving spirit of our people for unity that provided the 
inspiration and conviction for unity among our revolutionary Parties. 

Along with the achievement of unity, we cannot but address the problem of taking ransom from our own people 
as a means to raise fund tliereby tarnishing the image of our liberation struggle. We hereby appeal to other organisations 
10 refrain henceforth from using this method of fund-raising. On the other hand, we strongly feel that it is now time on 
the part of our people to take a firm stand in rectifying such wrong methods. 

Dear Compatriots! Now, we firmly believe that with the realisation of unity our national liberation struggle 
shall make significant progress under the united leadership. Out three Parties have firmly resolved to remove the wrong 
ideology of factions and fratricidal conflicts. Tliis is a stand, and also a vow. which our three Parties shall uphold 
together through to the end. 

We therefore, appeal to the entire people of Manipur for their valued support and blessing for the new unity so 
that our national liberation struggle can march ahead with the strength Of our people.

From the statements on oathofP.W.l toP W. 18 and from the documents filed alongwith the affidavits, noted 
above, it is conclusively proved that the extremist organisations noted above were unlawful associations as they have 
openly declared as their objective the formation of an independent Mainpur by secession of Manipur from India; have 
been employing and encouraging in armed means to achieve their objective; haVe been attacking the security forces, the 
police, government employees and low-abiding citizens in Manipur; have been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion 
and looting of civilian population for collection of funds for their organisations, and have been making efforts to 
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establish contracts with sources abroad for influencing public opinion and for securing their assistance by way of arms 
and training for the puipose of achieving their secessionist objective and inspite of the notification dated 13th November, 
1997 which was confirmed by the then Tribunal constituted under the Actby order dated 6th May 1998, there have been 
repeated and contmuing acts of violence and attack by armed groups and members of the Meitei extremist organisations 
on the security forces, the police, and the civilian population. There has been increase in the strength of the Meitei 
extremist organisations, continued collection of funds and extortion, acquisition of sophisticated arms and weapons and 
they have got camps in some neighbouring countries, which are being maintained for the purpose of sanctuary, training 
and clandestine procurement of arms and ammunitions. Thus, there was sufficient cause for the Central Government 
and the Central Government rightly declared the Meitei extremist organisations as unlawful associations by notification 
dated 13th November 1999. 

Thus, the notification no. S.0.1089(E) dated New Delhi, the 13th November 1999 is, therefore, herdjy confirmed.
